It’s difficult to avoid this fact, but the 
early artists in the industry were 
yoimg and male and it was probably 
inevitable that they would sexualise 
these characters (male and female).

Of course, if I had 
to pick one, I think I’d risk the darker 
existence and hope I could handle it.

AU my comicbooks are always 
intended to be comicbooks, and that’s 
pretty much it. On the rare occasion 
that something might get adapted to 
another medium, that does nothing to 
diminish the beauty and the power of 
something being a comicbook. 

WE’RE BIG SUPKNOT FANS, AND 
WERE EXCITED TO lEARN THAT

Shawn’s got incredible focus and he’s 
dedicated to bringing Officer Downe to 
the screen in a way that’s very cool and 
inspiring. If we can make this happen 
in the way we’ve aU been imagining it, 
this is going to be a mindfuck of a fiick. 
I know what I wrote, and if we can get 
that on the screen... watch out, parents’ 
groups.

DON'T BE AFRAID 

The problem with wine is people 
make it so mystical. People are so 
preoccupied with social codes, you 
shouldn’t be afraid of asking about 
wine - speak to somebody at a wine 
store and they’ll love the challenge. 
Also, remember that if you didn’t 
like something two years ago it 
doesn’t mean that you don’t like it 
now. When you’re a child you like 
primitive flavours - most two-year- 
olds don’t eat wild boar because they 
want easy flavours. You can adopt 
that mentality to wine. 

DO YOUR RESEARCH 

A lot of the time wine tasters fail 
trying to turn someone onto wine 
because they show them a wine 
that’s very hard to appreciate. My 
girlfriend said she didn’t like red and 


I said “We’U see about that!” I showed 
her a simpler Beaujolais from South 
Burgundy and she loved it - then you 
go from there. It’s like when you start 
listening to music - you can’t digest 
aU types straight off the bat. You have 
to learn how to appreciate it. 

KNOW YOUR FLAVOURS 

Wines that don’t have good fruit 
are not really good wines -1 have 
to emphasise that! You need a good 
concentration and transparency 
of flavour and dean and distind 
aromas. I like wines where the soil, 
climate and grape variety is talking 
to you rather than the maturation 
techniques, so to me a wine that 
is heavily oaked is like a person 
wearing way too much perfume. It’s 
either a sign of a lack of confidence in 
the wine or hiding a weakness. 


CHOOSE THE RIGHT PEOPLE 

With wine you have the mainstream 
and the imderground, like with 
musical movements - you can sell 
wine with a Coca Cola mentality but 
there are people that are very specific 
and imcompromising and it’s people 
in the latter category that I’ve been 
working with. The most important 
thing is that the people you make 
wine with are people you can conned 
with on a personal level. 

BUILD YOUR PORTFOLIO 

In order to be taken seriously you 
need a proper portfolio so I was never 
interested in a Prosecco or a Cava, the 
only choice was a Champagne. To 
get that going was more diffiailt, a 
lot of that was trying to make people 
imderstand that I’m not interested 
in buying wine they’ve put my 


name on. I’m interested in making 
Champagne with them. For some of 
the people I spoke to it was awkward 
for a musician to be saying that, but I 
consider myself to be as enthusiastic 
and knowledgeable as they are. 

STAY TRUE TO YOURSELF 

I’ve not tried any other bands’ 
wines because they don’t make it 
themselves. I have a lot of resped 
for legendary bands hke AC/DC or 
Motorhead, but putting your logo on 
a bottle of wine that you didn’t take 
part in making is ridiailous. People 
woiildn’t buy it if it wasn’t ‘The AC/ 
DC wine’. That’s why when I made 
mine I put my own name on it and 
not Satyricon, because it’s not hquid 
merchandise, it’s not a gimmick.

ARER TEN YEARS OF COMICS ANO THREE YEARS OF TELLY, PLUS 
MORE DEATHS THAN YOU CAN SHAKE A SPLINTERED RIB AT, 
HERE’S WHAT’S INSIDE TELLY’S BIGGEST SHOW... 
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The comic is the tits. It’s won an Eisner 
Award (the comics industry equivalent 
of the Oscars) and at one point was being 
reissued in weekly form because of such 
huge demand. Issue #100 set records for 
being the highest-selling single issue of an 
indie comic in the 21st 
century, which is doubly 
impressive when you 
remember it’s in black 
and white. The only 
comic that’s outsold it 
this century was the 
Spider-man one with 
Obama on the cover. 

The comic’s been 
going for ten years 
now, and has built a huge world and cast 
of characters that have far from aU been 
touched upon in the TV show. Tyreese for 
instance, a fairly major character in the 
comic, is yet to reaUy come into his own in 
the series. People who are destined to lose 
limbs stiU have them... years of stuff. 


“I work on the comic and the show, 
and I don’t like to be bored,” says Robert 
Kirkman, writer of the comic and executive 
producer of the TV show. While the TV 
show has used the comic as a starting point, 
there are TV-only characters (like fucked-up 
brothers Merle and Daryl), TV-only subplots, 
TV-only relationships, TV-only deaths... 
There’s talk in season four of “remixing” the 
comic - using moments from the comic in 
different contexts with different characters. 


The development of the teUy show has been 
a weirdly compelling shambles. Shawshank 
Redemption director Frank Darabont 
initially came in as writer/director of the 
pilot, and wrote most of the first season 
before firing his entire writing staff. He 
then either left or got sacked six months 

later, replaced by showrunner Glen 
Mazzara, who himself got sacked 
after the third season. There’s a new 
dude now, Scott Gimple. Fuck 
knows how he’ll do. 


We don’t want to ruin 
— season three for people 
waiting for the box set, but a 
major character (who’s stOl alive and 
well in the comics) meets an imtimely 
end involving a zombie, a gim and a head. 
Kirkman says, “It’s a big departure from the 
comics, which is risky but I like the idea of 
there being big differences that say, this is 
the show, this is the comic. I like that there’s 
some kind of separation there.” 

Nicely, this means that nobody gets to be 
wankerish because they’ve read the comic - 
they’re two different but related stories, like 
Sliding Doors but with people getting shot 
in the face. “It’s important to me to ignore 
whatever’s happening in television with 
The Walking Dead,” says Kirkman. “I don’t 
want it to ever influence anything. I think 
a good example of that is the new 
character Ezekiel. He has a tiger 
for a pet. That’s difficult to do on 


the show. I’m never going to go. Ah well, it’s 
going to be hard to put a tiger in the show 
long-term, so I should probably not have this 
tiger in the comic.’” 


“There’s bad stuff coming up,” says Kirkman. 
“It’s the comic’s tenth anniversary in October, 
when we’re beginning a storyline called AU 
Out War, the biggest we’ve ever done, that’U 
last twelve issues and tie up plot threads that 
have been budding for years. These 
commimities that have been 
budding up are going to battle - 
it’s gonna be a different kind of 
book. And with season four of 
the show, there’s stuff coming 
up that wdl shock you even if 
you’ve read the comic from the 
beginning. I’m very excited.” 


Kirkman has written: 
“WHATEVER it is that 
causes the zombies, is 
something everyone 
already has. If you 
stub your toe, get 
an infection and 
die, you turn into 
a zombie, UNLESS 
your brain is 
damaged.

Our first show was in Brighton, 
the second Southampton, the 
third Plymouth, then back to 
Portsmouth and then we played 
Brighton again. That was our first 
tour - we played two shows in 
Brighton. I think we played 40 
shows in Brighton just to keep 
gigging before people knew that 
we existed. We’d been a band for 
about two months before our first 
tour so we got out pretty quick.

The intention was always to tour. 
We’d been in bands before and 
we’d toured with those guys, and 
it wasn’t much of a shock but it’s 
a really nice way of learning how 
to play - not just your instruments 
but how to play as a band 
together. You learn how to sit in a 
van together for a long period of 
time. It’s a learning curve and if 
you don’t learn this then you can 
kill your band really quickly. We 
learnt that I sit in the front and 
the other two sit in the back. 

ARE THERE ANY SECRETS TO 
KEEPING SANE? 

We don’t argue that much on tour, 
we used to argue a bit but now 
we know if you’re feeling tense 


and having a ‘tour blues’ day it’s 
time to walk off on your own 
for a bit. We have little activities 
on tour, too - we always go for a 
Toby Carvery at some point. Toby 
Carvery Day is like an unspoken 
rule we have.

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seven months and we had no idea what 
would happen when we put a video up 
and people really dug it. Then the time 
came to write another record and it was 
a terrifying idea that the fans we’d 
gained might not like it anymore but 
we realised that it didn’t matter and 
we’d just write the songs we want.

We won’t release anything 
unless we’re ready to and if we’re not 
happy with the album we’U just release 
an EP again - there’s no pressure. We 
might never release an album! 

WHAT’S IT UKE BEING ON A LABEL 
LIKE BIG SCARY MONSTERS? 

We’ve known Kev for a while now and 
he looks after our band, as does our 
friend Andre in Tangled Talk. Originally 
we were releasing records on It^ 
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Tangled Talk but we were asked to put 
it out on BSM as well and of course we 
said yes! Some of the records they’ve 
put out have been fantastic, why 
wouldn’t you want to be involved in 
that? Their aren’t many other great 
British labels and we don’t want to 
sign our lives away to horrendous 
people in suits. BSM is amazing - Meet 
Me In St Louis, Colour, they brought 
out the Joyce Manor record in England 
- how could you not be happy being 
on that label? 

IS THERE ANY PRESSURE TO LIVE UP 
TO THE BANDS ON THEIR ROSTER? 

I think we sound quite different to 
all those bands so we’re alright. If we 
were trying to live up to the bands we 
wanted to be like it would be trying 
to live up to Latterman and NOFX and 
we’re not going to do that, are we? 
We’re just some Cornish boys copying 
mental US bands really. There’s no 
point trying to live up to anything - 
we’re a punk band and punk’s about 
playing songs with your mates so 
we’ll just do that instead. 

YOU GUYS ARE KNOWN FOR 
PARTYING A LOT, COULD YOU 
REPLACE ANDREW WK? 

Oh no because Andrew WK’s lyrics 
are some of the shallowest you’ll 
ever hear. We’ve never written a song 
about partying but the image and 
mentality is based around that we 
like to have fun. It’s the old Green Day 
thing in the 90s when they wrote 
all this upbeat music but lyrically it’s 
about social anxieties. The idea is to 
have that contradiction. Everyone is 
fucked up in their teens and twenties 
so you need an outlet for it but you’ve 
also got to have a positive spin on life 
otherwise you’ll become Black Veil 
Brides or something. 

WHEN YOU STARTED THE BAND 
YOU SAID YOU WANTED TO SOUND 
LIKEWEEZER... 

That was the basic idea. Max and I 
were starting a band and we saw 
that Charlie was starting a band with 
his friend so we thought ‘Oh we’ll 
have you Charlie but your mate’s a 
drummer and Max already plays 
drums so he can’t be in the band.’

my back and that’s always dangerous. But 
everything else is me.

We cut for 
the day, and one of the crew asked if 
I wanted to warm up, except he’d 
forgotten to cool down the water from 
the kettle, so he poured scalding water 
down my suit.
